with flowers or the plant 3 therein. When the 
flower protector with the flowers or the plant 
3 therein is displayed for «de in a shop or hi a 
super«market it has a disk>fomed cover 

8 located above the flowerpot 2. From the 
central part of the cover 8 radiate slits or cuts 

9 to form flaps 10. One of these slits or cuu 9 
is extended to the peripheral edge 11 of the 
cover 8 so that the cover 8 may be easily 
turned in round the flowers or the stalk of the 
plant, and thus the flaps 10 are placed close 
to the stalk for providing a good cover for the 
earth in the flowerpot 2. It may somethnes be 
advantageous to remove the flowerpot 2 from 
the flowers or the plant and the adhereing 
earth and to save the flowerpot, after which 
the flowers or the plant with earth are placed 
in the protector, which serves then at the 
same time as a flowerpot In that case the 
lower part of the protector, on a level whh a 
fl werpot is made non>transparent by means 
of a coating agent or a deblooming process or 
a pauiting or the like so as to obscure the 
rooting medium therein from view. As shown 
and preferred the upper edge of the cup 1 is 
in a plane inclined at an angle of 45* to the 
horizontal, but this ancle in^ oonveniently 
be between 35* and 55*. Tbe .cup- 1 has 
a plane horizontal circular base and widens 
from its base to its upper edge 4. Thus 
the iUustratod protector is in the form of the 
opcn*topped cup 1 made of t sinde piece of 
wholly or partially transparent flexible film 
or synthetic plastics material, the tower part 

f the cup being adpated to accommodate the 
roots and rooting medium and the upper edge 
of the CUD being in an inclined plane so 
that there Is a sufistaatial diifference in height 
between the highest part and the lowest part 
of the said edge. 



Various modifications are possible, for 
example the cup may be printed with 
decorttive and/or informative matter. 

WHAT I CLAIM IS:— 

L A plant protector of the kind used for 
protecting one or more plants rooted in n 
rooting medium with or %vithout a flowerpot, 
characterised In that it is in the form of an 
open*topped cup made of a sinde piece of 
wholly or partially transparent flexible film 
of synthetic plastics material, the tower pare 
of the cup accommodating the reeu and said 
rooting medium at the upper edge of the cup 
betog a an inclined plane so that there is a 
substantial difference in height between the 

aShest part and the fewest pan of the nid 
ge.- 

2. A protector according to Oahn 1, 
wherein at the said hi|diest part there is a flap 
or loop to serve as a liandle for carrying the 
protector. 

3. A protector according to Oahn 1 or 2. 
comprisinc a cover le extend over the rooting 
medium, the cover having slits radiating from 
its middte to foim flaps, one of said slits 
extending to the peripiheiy of the cover it 
aOow the cover to be phced around a phot 
stem. 

4. A protector accordinf to Claim 1 or 2 
or 3, wherein the tower part of the cup is 
coated or otherwise rendered non- 
transparent so as to obscure rooting medium 
therein form view. 

5. A protector according to any of Claims 
1 to 4. wherein the upper edge of the cup Is in 
a plane indined^t ao aqgto of between 35* 
and 55* to the horizontaL 

6. A . protector according to any of Claims 
1 to 5, wherein the cup widens from its base 
ID itt upper edge. 

7. A plant protector subsianiiaily as 
herehibcfore described witb reference to and 
as illttstrated to the accompanying drawings.

^A protector according to Claim 1. 
wherem at the said hijdiest pan there is a flap 
or loop 10 serve as a^andle for carrying the 
protector.

comprismg a ceverie extend ever the rooting 
nedium. the cover having slits radiating from 
Its middle to fonn flaps, one of said slits

4. A orotector accordiqg to Claim 1 or 2 
or 3. wherein the tower part of the cup is 
eoated or otherwise rendered non- 
transparent so as to obscure reotins medium 
therein form view. 

5. A protector according to any of Claims 
1 to 4, wherein the upper edge of die cup Is in 
a plane indined^t aa angle of betwen 33* 
and 55* to the horizontal 

6. A protector according lo any of O 
1 to 5, wherdn the cup widens bom its 
to Itt upper edge. 
^ 7. A plant protector substantiaily as 
hereinbafore described widi reference to and 
as musmted hi the accompanying drawiiigs.
